He 
pointed the necessity of the farmers' 
children receiving a better education 
than they were getting at present, in 
that fact lay, to a large extent a solu¬ 
tion of problem of keeping the boys 
and the girls on the farms. The main 
features which consolidation posses¬ 
sed over the unit school were: better 
grading in class work, a better class¬ 
ification of teachers, a better distri¬ 
bution of work, the average attend¬ 
ance is better, the children can re¬ 
ceive the same advantages as they

On Friday last Mr. 

Principal of the Provincial Agricul¬ 
ture College at Olds, visited Vulcan 
at the request of Mr. M. L. Gordon, 
manager of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce and at a meeting held at 
the bank explained very thoroughly 
the object of Boys and Girls Clubs and 
the advantages obtained from these 
organizations. 

During his talk Mr. Elliott stated 
that a club was formed at Olds last 
year and in addition to pig raising 
the Boys and Girls raised calves and 
vegetables. Last fall their club held 
a fair at which the vegetable exhibit 
alone consisted of twelve hundred 
entries. 

Mr. Elliott has judged the hog ex¬ 
hibits ftt the Calgary and Edmonton 
Fairs tor some years and says that 
he has never seen a uniformly better 
iot of hogs than those shown at the 
Bof a and Girls Fair at Olds last year. 

After Mr. Elliott’s talk a local club 
was formed with a membership of 
fourteen.

The maximum tax for a hospital is 
three mills on the dollar or three cents 
per acre. About $20,000 could be raisy 
ed by a maximum tax on the propos¬ 
ed area.

An action was brought in the Sup¬ 


reme Court of Alberta in which Wil 


liam McFadden of Ensign, was plain¬ 
tiff and R. J. McFadden defendant 
was tried at Calgary on Friday last 
before the Honourable Mr. Justice 
McCarthy. 

The plaintiff sought to recover from 
the defendant a. sum for having sup¬ 
ported and educated the latters son 
for several years, and a share of the 
profits derived from certain farming 
operations which it was alleged were 
conducted by the plaintiff and de¬ 
fendant at Ensign in partnership in 
1916. At the conclusion of the evid¬ 
ence adducted on behalf of both par-' 
ties the trial Judge 'suggested that 
the parties should endeavour to ar¬ 
range their differences and adjourned 
the case for a time with that view 
but no settlement, could be concluded. 
On resuming Mr. Justice McCarthy 
gave judgment for the plaintiff for 
$1160 and dismissed the defendant’s 
counterclaim for the price of some 
horses and farming implements al¬ 
leged to have been sold by him to the 
plaintiff.

WONDERFUL RED 

CROSS DIAMOND 

On first thought it seems inappro¬ 
priate to talk about a wonderful new 
diamond in war times. But the fact 
that this diamond has been donated to 
the British Red Cross makes it 
not only proper but necessary to 
speak of it at some length. For four 
years there has been a Red Cross 
s4le at Christy’s in London and each 
year some entirely unexpected treas¬ 
ure has formed the centre of interest. 
Until recently no attraction was pres¬ 
ented for this year. But quite unex¬ 
pectedly appeared this wonderful 
diamond, of the palast exquisite 
primrose yellow and of enormous 
weight for a diamond—surpassing all 
the famous diamonds known, except 
the “Star of South Africa" (in tne 
Imperial crown and the drop of the 
Royal Sceptre) and the Manhattan 
diamond belonging to the Rajah of 
Borneo. 

The famousKoh-i-noor in Queen 
Mary’s crown weighs not quite 108 
carats; the Regent of Pitt diamond, 
famous up to this time as being the 
only diamond showing a Maltese 
cross in the top facet, weight 136% 
carats. The new diamond which 
weighs 206 carats is in the shape of a 
perfect squares and shows a perfect 
Maltese cross in its top facet. It has 
the power of absorbing the rays of 
any brilliant illumination to which it 
is exposed and afterwards emitting 
them in phosphorescent light in the 
dark. The diamond was found in the 
DeBeers Mines, in Grinqualand West 
in 1901. So far it has not been named 
but will probably be known as the 
Red-Cross Diamond. 


CUT WORMS AT CLARESHOLM 

The cut worms are reported to have 
done considerable damage in the dis¬ 
trict, chiefly south and north west of 
town. Little can be done to fields 
already invaded by them . but they 
can be prevented from migrating into 
new territory. Prof. Stevens or 
Hooper of the Agricultural College, 
will be pleased to advise farmers as 
to the best method of dealing with 
them. The best treatment would be 
a good heavy rain if the weather man 
could be presuaded to send one.— 
Claresholm Review. 

WHAT ORGANIZATION DID 
_ • 

Great Britain, last year, increased 
its cereal production by 860,000 tons 
and potato production by 6,000,000 
tons. The cultivated area was in¬ 
creased by 1,00,000 acres. While 820, 
646 men were taken from industrial 
organizations and placed in the army 
in 1917, the war office replaced them 
with 804,000 women; increased pro¬ 
duction of aircraft 260 per cent, and 
guns 30 per cent.; and built 1,165,000 
tons of shipping. This is a striking 
proof of the results that can be secur¬ 
ed by organization.

NO TICKETS ON TRAINS 


Beginning today no tickets may be 
sold on C. P. R. or G. T. P. trains. The 
order from the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way Board went into effect this morn¬ 
ing, and notices to that effect are pos¬ 
ted in conspicuous places. The order 
further states before the passenger 
may board the train all tickets must 
be presented. Instructions also show 
that announcement of each train 
leaving the station must be made, cal¬ 
ling the attention of the passengers 
to the new rule. ^ 

This rule has been in effect for some 
time, but has hot been rigidly enforc¬ 
ed outside of some of the larger de¬ 
pots. At the C. P. R. station in Cal¬ 
gary thre is no admittance through 
the gate to the trains unless tickets 
are produced, but at some of the smal¬ 
ler stations, or at stations where 
there are no gates, it has been the. 
custom for late passengers to catch 
the train at the last moment and se¬ 
cure tickets on board. In future the 
conductor will be allowed to sell no 
tickets, and will have no other alter¬ 
native in the matter than to put the 
passenger off at the next station. This 
will not apply to stations where the 
companies have no agents, as travel¬ 
lers from the.se parts .must of neces¬ 
sity purchase their tickets on the 
train. 

The same order also provides that 
all vestibules on trains, except those 
used for passengers entering or leav¬ 
ing the trains, must be closed while 
the trains are standing at stations.

quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides, six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. a. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 60 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm labourer in 
Canada during 1918 as residence dut- j 
ies under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are adverti¬ 
sed or posted for entry, returned sold- 
ierswho have served overseas and 
have been honorable discharged, re-, 
ceive one day priority in applying for 
entry at local Agents Office (but not 
Sub-Agency.)

Unqualified endorsation of the ac¬ 
tion of the Dominion Government in 
cancelling the exemptions of the 20- 
22 mOn was the action taken by the 
axecutive of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, which held a meeting in Cal¬ 
gary last Monday to discuss the mat¬ 
ter of decreased production as a re¬ 
mit of the recent call. 

The feeling of the executive was ex- 


other provinces in the Dominion in 
advanced legislation for the protec¬ 
tion of the child was the illuminating 
statement made by Lieut-Gov. Brett, 
last Wednesday in opening the Baby 
Welfare campaign, which was start¬ 
ed at Calgary recently. While it was 
impossible to go into details regarding 
the cause and effect of the myriads 
of influences which surround the 
modern child from its advert into the 
world, Dr. Brett was able to briefly 
point out some of the most Import¬ 
ant factors for and against the nor¬ 
mal and healthy development of the 
child into the useful citizen. 

More can be done in takijig care 
of the child than in attempting to 
reform the parents, was the conten¬ 
tion of the speaker. If the child’s 
mental, moral and physical training 
were looked after properly, good re¬ 
sults were bound to be shown. How¬ 
ever, hereditary was a problem that 
must be reckoned with. If the child 
could be born without the handicap 
of inherited disease there would not 
be that condition to remedy. 

Hereditary plays a very important 
part in the welfare or illfare of thg 
child after birth. According to the 
findings of a royal commission re¬ 
cently appointed in England to get 
into this matter, it had been reported 
that the productivity among the 
feeble minded was far greater than 
among those possessing normal fac' 
ulties. This fact alone makes the 
future Outlook terrible. The graduate 
deterioration of the race is bound to 
result unless something is done. To 
counteract this state of affai/s, some 
drastic action taken to either segre¬ 
gate mental deliquents and the crim¬ 
inal class, or render them sterile. 

"The time is coming,’’ concluded 
the speaker, "and that time soon, 
when in Alberta there will be a large 
enacted compelling parties applying 
for marriage permits to present 
health certificates before the license 
to wed will be granted, and this is as 
it should be. Until there is legisla¬ 
tion of this sort there will never be 
the strong, virile race that a* 
try like Canada should have.” 

Dr. Stanley, M.L.A., of High River, 
folowed the mayor, with What he 
termed merely a series of statements 
and not an address, but which devel¬ 
oped into the clearest and most con¬ 
cise exposition of the need# of the 
child welfare movement and the lines 
along which it can be most beneficial 
to the individual and the state. 

“We, the people of this generation, 
owe it to the coming generation to 
hand down the best possible speci¬ 
mens of the race,” began Dr. Stanley 
“and that means every child has a 
right to be well born and every pros¬ 
pective mother should be able to 
bear her child under suitable condi¬ 
tions which will make that mother the 
healthiest woman and her offspring 
the healthiest child. No expectant 
mdther should be compelled through 
force of circumstances to overtax her 
strength during this trying period 
with work that is too heavy. It is 
the duty of the state to see that she 
is suitably cared for. The statement 
is made that the child is necessary 
to the state, then let the state see to 
the favorable conditions under which 
the mother produces that child.” 

Startling statistics showing that 
the morality of infants under one 
year of age in Canada averaged 140 
to the 1,000, were given by the speak¬ 
er, who said the soldiers overseas 
had seven chances to the child’s (Hie. 
In other countries, such as Australia 
and New Zealand, the government 
grant to the expectant mother had 
greatly reduced infant morality and 
similar legislation should be adopted 
here. The appalling number of blind 
babies and defective children results 
ing from diseased parents was also 
referred to, with the recommendation 
that this matter be more fully gone 
into during the course of the meet¬ 
ings and some plan for the improve¬ 
ment of existing conditions be evolv-

War Has Forced Flax Culti¬ 
vation Into Prominent 
t Commercial Place 


War conditions hale afforded an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity for farmers in 
certain sections of Canada to engage 
extensively in the production of, fibre 
flax. They will thereby not only add 
to their sources of income, but will 
also be of direct and vital aid in the 
war efforts of the Allies. The mastery 
of the air is proving a great, perhaps 
the determinating factor, in the strg- 
gle now going on. Aeroplanes are 
being huilt in vast numbers as rapidly 
as possible. As a covering for the 
wings of these, linen is the only mat¬ 
erial found satisfactory. Large quan¬ 
tities are also needed for machine 
gun webbing, ambulance and truck 
covers, thread for sewing uniforms, 
and a number of other uses. Were 
the supply of fibre flax for these pur¬ 
poses to fall short, as is threatened, 
it would directly and profoundly af¬ 
fect the success of the Allied forces. 

Before the war, flax was imported 
into the United Kingdom mainly from 
Belgium, France, Germany, the Neth¬ 
erlands and Russia. The German sup¬ 
ply, of course, no w. cut off, while in 
1016 France produced no flax for ex¬ 
port, Belgium a mere fraction of its 
former supply, and the Netherlands 
about half its former quantity. Owing 
to conditions in Russia no exports, of 
fibre flax can be depended on this 
year; Ireland, the great flax-produc¬ 
ing country in the United Kingdom 
itself, cannot with the best of seasons 
and with largest possible acreage 
under flax, commence to meet the de¬ 
mand for fibre. 

The foregoing information is con¬ 
tained in a circular on flax growing 
issued by the Federal Department of 
Agriculture and that can be had free 
by addressing the Publications Branch 
of that Department, Ottawa.

The Situation Is Going To 
Be Grave This Fall If 
Advice Not Heeded 

The editor of this paper has been 
impressed by one in authority as to 
the urgent need of householders get¬ 
ting in their winter coal a* soon as 
possible. The whole of prairie Can¬ 
ada, including'Winnipeg, has to be 
supplied with Alberta coal the com¬ 
ing winter, as U. S. supplies will be 
shut off. The railways with the 
shortage of men and equipment, with 
the prospect of a larger crop than us¬ 
ual to move in the fall, cannot pos¬ 
sibly handle all the freight offering 
in £he winter season. He has given 
orders to his superintendents and 
foremen that all old ties are not to be 
burnt to get rid of them, but are to 
be saved, in case they are needed for 
fuel. 

It is urged that if men have not 
the necessary cash or credit to get 
the coal, that they borrow money from 
the banks in order to pay for and get 
in a supply. Every effort, he says, 'is 
being made by the railroads and the 
Fuel Controller to awake the people 
to the necessity of, having the bulk of 
the coal supply stored in the homes 
before the winter.
